Despite the sending off of Captain Mark Talajic, the 
Melbourne Croatia defender, Fawkner Technical 
School proved a worthy winner of the 1986 Victorian 
championship.

Schroif later played for Sla- 
via in Melbourne, and also rep- 
resented Victoria. “He was still 
playing two years ago, at the 
age of 50, with a smail team,” 
Maspoust said. “Now he is on 
the central committee of sport 
in Bratislava.” 

Joe Venglos, who coached 
Prague in Sydney and had 
charge of the Socceroos for a 
series against Scotland in 
1967, is in his third year in 
Malaysia. “He was sent there 
by FIFA to help develop the 
game,” Masopust said. “He 
also is in charge of the nation- 
al team, and acts as an advis- 
er to one of the clubs.” 

Former Czech international 
Tadeus Kraus played for Sla- 
via in the late sixties. He spent 
three years in Cyprus and now 
coaches the youth team at 
Sparta Prague 


We also asked Masopust 
about some of the Czech stars 
who toured here with the 
Czech national team and Sjo- 
van Bratislava. That fine for- 
ward, Marian Masny, played in 
the Second Division until last 
year, and the Capkovic broth- 
ers, Jan and Josef, are with 
Red Star in Bratislava, one as 
coach and the other as secre- 
tary, but Karel JoklI is no long: 
er associated with soccer 


Masopust was sorry not to 
have seen Sekularac, the for- 
mer Yugoslav international 
who has made Footscray 
JUST one of the finest teams 
in Australia. “I remember 
Seki well. He was a great 
player and a very fine man. I 
directed the Yugoslasv team 
from the midfield. I would 
love to see him again. Please 
give him my regards.”

The Czechoslovakian youth players had their big 
mouths shut and although they didn’t mind dishing out 
the rough stuff, they certainly couldn't take it, says 
Australian youth star Lou Hristodoulou. 

“They (the Czechs) were real cocky in the first game in Hobart. 
They kept running around and calling us kangaroos. I think that 
that's just about all they could say in English but it didn’t bother us. 
We soon shut their mouths,” said Hristodoulou, the only survivor 
from Jim Shoulder’s team that played in the World Youth Champi- 
onships in the Soviet Union Jast year. 

“They weren't so cocky up in Brisbane when we thumped them 
6-1. In fact they packed it in after we scored our second goal.” 

Hristodoulou sees marked differences in the playing style and 
discipline adopted by Shoulder and current youth boss Les 
Scheinflug. 

Shoulder, according to Hristodoulou, favored a British style of 
game based on long passing. One of Hristodoulou’s team mates in 
Shoulder’s side, Alex Bundalo of APIA, backed up that assessment 
when interviewed in “Soccer Action” earlier this year. Bundalo 
said 

“We were supposed to hit the corner flags all the time. We didn’t 
even have to look up, just go bang and aim for the corner flags and 
the forwards were supposed to be there every time because they 
knew what we were doing. 

“I didn’t like playing like that. It meant that the defenders were 
just pumping long balls forward and the midfielders didn’t get 
involved enough.” 

Hristodoulou claims the European style of game favored by 
Scheinfiug was the key to the young Socceroos’ success against the 
€zechs, who. are highly-rated in Europe and used the recently 
concluded three-match series against Australla to prepare for 
their coming battle with the Soviets, Romania and Turkey in the 
European Youth Championships. 

“We try to build it up from the back now, which means that 
the midfielders are involved a lot. We hit long balls if they’re on 
but only rarely. We're playing a game similar to say, West 
Germany. Under Jim Shoulder we played a British style of 
game. 

“The Czechs used two guys up front — a fast guy and a big guy. 
They pinged quite a few long balls forward to try to get the fast guy 
going but they didn’t have much success. I still rate them. I think 
that they're a very good team. It’s just that we're a lot better.” 

Hristodoulou was used as a right-sided midfielder in a 4-4-2 
formation and he didn’t have any trouble getting a lot of the ball. 
In part that was due to the relationship struck in midfield between 
Jone Markoyski of George Cross and Jason Polak of the Institute 
of Sport. 

Hristodoulou leaves a youth team brimfu! of confidence after 
defeating the Czechs in the three-match series which ended in 
northern NSW last weekend and turns his attention this week to his 
club duties with Adelaide Hellas and his university studies. 

He is in the first year of a science course at Adelaide University 
and faces an important exam later this week. 

Adelaide Hellas also faces an important test in coming weeks to 
see whether or not it can maintain its NSL status. 

“We've pot the players at Hellas, that’s for sure, and we 
believe in ourselves. We've just had a lot of bad luck this season 
but we can still make the final 14. 

“If we don’t I'll be off to either Melbourne or Sydney. I've got to

There is no trembling fear 
from the teams that are 
likely to survive about the 
crippling financial burden 
the l4-team format will 
place upon them. 

The whining comes, in part, 
from clubs that survived in 
the past only by legislation, 
only because a 24-team 
competition created room 
for them and through an ar- 
tificial prop which in fact 
did nothing for soccer in 
their district and precious 
less in the country. 
Poverty 

Those who suddenly cry out in 
opposition to the new for- 
mat (rather obscenely, I 
must say, because the 
league did, democratically, 
legislate for it early this 
year) aJl argue that a na- 
tional title would still be 
achieved through a play off 
system after a maze of win- 
ners has been arrived at in 
the various splinter leagues 
and divisions around the 
country. 

They miss the point. 

Soccer in this country, suffer- 
ing from a poverty of talent 
and class, is too diluted. 
There are too many clubs 
calling on too fittle talent. 
It is why $32,000 was paid 
for Manis Lamond, a figure 
thought to be outrageous by 
many.

Sigur quits 


Melbourne Croatia presi- 
dent Joe Sigur (pictured) 
ended his second term as 
leader of the club last week. 
Sigur resigned because he 
“was just fed up with 
everything.”

For goodness sake, Oscar 
Crino, one of the most gift- 
ed footballers to emerge in 
Australia in the past de- 
cade, plays in Cyprus. 

Our football is poor and was 
before the reckless split 
was imposed on the nation- 
al league in 1984. That split 
made it poorer, diluting the 
meagre class and player 
talent we have.

Canberra’s territorial 
dominance and two-touch, 
short-passing came to 
nothing when weighed 
against its abysmal fin- 
ishing in a dreadfully bor- 
ing 9-0 draw with 
Canterbury.

Understudy goalkeeper 
George Economopoulos played 
well. 

From a first half breakaway 
Canterbury had perhaps the 
game's easiest goalscoring 
opportunity 

It fell in the 27th minute 

Wily, Polish import Burin 
Zaimi made a Superb run down 
{he right flank and crossed 
along the ground to the light- 
ning-fast Rene Licata 

Licata was unmarked but 
Economoupolos did well to 
move out quickly to narrow the 
angle 

As Economopoulos dived, Li- 
cata, in a one-to-one, tried to 
squeeze the ball under the 
goalkeeper’s body. He almost 
Succeeded but when the ball 
bounced free it was quickly 
cleaned up by Tommy 
Sermanni 

Such was Canberra’s domi- 
nance that it forced 16 corners. 

But they rarely troubled 
Canterbury's six-foot plus goal- 
keeper, Ian Barker who was in 
fine form, particularly in the 
second half 

He was Canterbury’s best 


player but the man of the 
match was Canberra’s 20- 
year-old full back Peter 
Mazis.

Australia’s young Soc- 
ceroos survived a brisk 
opening 15 minutes by 
Czechoslovakia to domi- 
nate the second half and 
run out worthy 3-0 win- 
ners in the first game of 
the three-match series. 

Czechoslovakia looked the 
better team technically for 
much of the game but it was 
woefully inadequate in front of 
goal. 

Its two tall strikers, Marek 
Trval and Frantisek Halas, 
roamed far and wide but were 
never able to capitalise on 
their height advantage 
although, to be fair, the service 
they received in the air was 
abysmal 

Australia’s defence was sol- 
id and courageous and well- 
led by lecal bey and captain, 
Kurt Reynolds. It became 
even better when Alex Cum- 
mings came en at the interval 
for George Kulscar. 

Jason Polak was a dynamo 
in midfield. urging and 
prompting his team-mates and 
instigating the aaction at every 
opportunity 

The two major figures, how- 
ever, were Australia’s Jason 
van Blerk and Czechoslova- 
kia’s goalkeeper, Ivan 
Ondruska. 

van Blerk destroyed the 
Czechs on the left flank with 
some scintillating runs and ac- 
curate crosses, while his occa- 
sional forays into midfield 
invariably demoralised oppo- 
nents and left heaps of them in 
his wake. 

Ondruska kept the score 
within respectable timits and 
made at least three crucial 
saves in the second half. One of 
these, in the 83rd minute, from 
Ollerenshaw at point-blank 
range, Would have been wor- 
thy of Viktor, that famous 
Czech keeper of the mid-70s. 

Czechoslovakia missed two 
good changes before Australia 
took the lead in the 24th min- 
ute, Skarabela gave the ball 
away tn midfield, the Austra- 
lians switched play to the left 
and van Blerk cut inside to 
shoot into the far corner of the 
net from an acute angle. 

The Czechs should have 
equalised and taken the lead in 
the three minutes before the 
interval. In the 42nd minute, 





the Australian defence was 
caught napping with a quickly- 
taken free-kick but Halas fired 
against the far post with only 
the goalkeeper to beat. Two 
minutes later, Halas was again 
confronted by only the goal- 
keeper but he sliced his shot 
wide 

van Blerk ran riot in the sec- 
ond half and got even the pres- 
ence of two of 
Czechoslovakia’s senior squad, 
Tomas Kriz and Stanislav 
Griga, could save the situation 
for the visitors. 

Skarabela cleared Reynold’s 
header off theline, Margolius 
headed van Blerk’s cross clear, 
Ollerenshaw headed wide, and 
Ondruska did well to hold a 
Hristodoulos cross as Australia 
turned on the pressure. 

It wasn’t until the 896th 
minute that the Czechs 
cracked again, however, fol- 
lowing 2 corner from the 
right. Substitute Koch mis- 
kicked and the ball rolled to 
Ollerenshaw who tucked it 
away with ease. 

The final minute signified 
check-mate in two ways. Not 
only was if the end of the 
match, but with Australia’s fi- 
nal attack, van Blerk crossed 
from the left to Hristodoulou 
stationed at the far corner of 
the penalty area. 

The youngster unleashed a 
ferocious first-time volley 
which gave Ondruska no 
chance and sent the crowd 
home happy after witnessing 
the successful outcome of 
Tasmania's very first real in- 
ternational soccer match. 

“Czechoslovakia had a very 
skilful team, a very tall team, a 
very experienced side, but we 
gotthe goals at the right time,’ 
said Les Scheinflug. 

“I'm very pleased with the 
win, especially since it was out 
very first international match 
together 

“t thought we played some 
very good soccer on a pitch 
that was a little bit bumpy. I’ve 
got no complaints at all and I'm 
more than pleased with the 
performance 

“| think their coach pan- 
icked a little bit by putting on 
two senior players. 

“The second game will be 
very hard as I think the Czechs 
got a surprise because I think 
they under-rated us.”

Czechoslovakia was given 
help against the young Soccer- 
oos by senior players Miroslav 
Siva and Petr Kostelnik.

Australian sweeper Charlie Yan- 
kos claimed after this game the 
press had been picking on the Soc- 
ceroos. They were unjustly criti- 
cised over their first two 
performances against Czecho- 


slovakia, he said. 

SIX or seven years ago, any visiting European nation- 
alteam would have thrashed Australia, he said, where- 
as the results were much closer now. Yet the 
Socceroos were not given sufficient credit. Team re- 
structuring had not been taken inte consideration, he 
added Alan Davidson, Oscar Crino, Steve O'Connor, 
Terry Greedy. Jim Patikas. David Mitchell and Joe 
Watson are gone The team that lost 0-1 in Adelaide 
featured six changes since its 1-1 draw on the Sunday 

And having studied the match in Melbourne on vid- 
eo, Yankos and his team-mates were convinced they 
weren't as bad that day as press reports suggested 
Coach Frank Arok echoed that sentiment, but admit- 
téd that watching the game “live”, he had been bitterly 
disappointed 

Lets accept all that 

Let's look at this series as merely stage one of a 
demanding rebuilding programme which Arok hopes 
will yield a team at least as talented as the one that 
came so close to qualifying for the World Cup. 

But the shortage of skill was nevertheless disturb- 
ing in Adelaide especially since Arok had stated that 
skill would be the major ingredient in the new na- 
tional team that will contest the 1988 Gold Cup and 
Olympic Games. 

As Czech coach Josef Masopust said after the Ade- 
laide game’ “Technically we were much better than 
Australia, We won because our inter-play and our com- 
binations worked for us, even though some of our 
players were a bil afraid of the Australians’ tackling, It 
was only a friendly game, so there was no reason to be 
so rough.” 

Arok said. “They were the better side. We had a 
completely new team, we're giving everyone a chance 
and we're learning about the quality of the players.” 

But his team included a minimum of players who

can be Said to nave a high degree of skill — Zarko 
Odzakov, naturally, Sergio Melta who however, had a 
quiet debut, and the skilful defender Alan Hunter who 
also was uncharacteristically introverted after replac- 
ing injured Robbie Dunn 

The successful players traded on qualities other 
than pure ball skill: Garry McDowall showed his usual 
flerce competitiveness; Steve Maxwell his strength, 
running power and determination; Graham Arnold 
likewise (in a midfield position). 

And so, if Arok is to achieve his aim of developing a 
highly skilful team (which of course would have the 
necessary fighting qualities as well), he will be looking 
further afield. If Oscar Crino and Jim Patikas return 
for the important matches, they will provide a large 
part of the answer. And it's a shame such a rift exists 
between Eddie Krncevic and Arok. 

The Adelaide game rammed home one message 
loud and clear: Graham Arnold must be in the first- 
choice 11. He had an admirable first half until his 
team ran out of ideas. 

John Kosmina apparently had the flu, but it seems 
inappropriate that among Arok’s “mad dogs” one is 
treated differently to the rest of the pack Whereas 
other players are substituted when they play poorly, 





Kosmina ts not. In fact, he hasn't been replaced in the 
past 15 matches in which he has played. The reason 
given is that he’s the captain, but even West Germany’s 
captain, Karl-Heinz Rummenigge is substituted. 

Little wonder that the crowd booed loudly when 
Arok replaced Maxwell rather than Kosmina. Max- 
well, after a hesitant start, had worked himself into 
the ground and come close to scoring with a header 
and a shot after sidestepping full-back Stanislav 
Levy. 

Kosmina, on the other hand, was on the verge of an 
individual milestone, needing one goal to match Attila 
Abonyi’s record of 25 in full internationals 

But let's talk also about the Czechs 

While Arok made six changes to the team that had 
drawn 1-1] in Melbourne Czech coach Masopust made 
five changes, bringing in goalkeeper Petr Kostelnik, 
centre backs Josef Chovanec and Frantisek Straka, 
forward Stanislav Griga and midfielder Tomas Griz. 

Chovanec and Straka replaced Josef Novak and 
Jan Fiala as the central defenders, with Fiala mov- 
ing to left back and Novak being omitted. After half 
time, Chovanec moved into midfield. Both he and 
Straka were among the best players of the match 
and Griga scored the winning goal, but the best play- 
er on the field was midfielder Karel Kula who also 
had starred in Melbourne. 

Czechoslovakia attacked spiritedly down the flanks, 
and through Lubos Kubik in the middle. The one weak 
Spot in the team was goalkeeper Kostelnik 

Australia was weakened when it lost Robbie Dunn 
after 12 minutes, Dunn had been playing extremely 
well before he was crunched by Kula. He got back onto 
his feet but collapsed again as Milan Luhovy shot into 
the side netting. Alan Hunter then came on to repiace 
Dunn, who had pinched a nerve behind the knee. 

In the 15th minute, Odzakov, who was among the 
best players of the first half, cleared a header from 
Kubik off the goal line 

Australia swung back into attack via a cross from 
Maxwell to Kosmina whose shot was smothered by 
Fiala. From a cross by McDowall, Graham Arnold 
hit the crossbar with a promising header. 

Kubik missed narrowly in the 22nd minute with one 
of the best shots of the game, and Jeff Olver reacted 
quickly to stop a low shot from Chovanec in the 27th 
minute. In between, Kostelnik fumbled, giving Max- 
well a crack at the open goal, but Fiala was on hand to 
deflect the shot for a corner. 

Emulating Fiala, Tomas Griz swooped quickly to 
smother a shot from Arnold, who had latched onto a 
nice ball from Wade. 

Arnold popped up at the other end of the ground to 
boot the ball clear as Kubik, who had made the most of 
a back-heeler from Griz, squared it along the back- 
line. 

Australia was showing a lot more spirit than it had in 
Melbourne and with 10 minutes to go before half time, 
Odzakov set up a scoring opportunity with a cross from 
the right. Kosmina was waiting for it in the middle, but 
neue rose like a comet and booted clear in full 

ight. 

Griz played a nice pass to Kubik in the 40th minute 
but Olver made the best save of the game in stopping 
Kubik’s shot. 

The Czech officials jumped off their bench and pro-

tested at the sideline after a challenge by McDowall on 
Ivan Hasek had sent a thud resounding through the 
terraces. Hasek continued only until half time and was 
then replaced by Jiri Ondra, a defender. 

Before going off, Hasek touched a free kick to Kubik 
whose shot whistled over the bar as Olver crossed 
himself in relief 

Luvohy shot over the top from inside the six-yard 
box two minutes after the interval. 

Then Arnold lost the ball to Kubik in midfield, with 
only Yankos left guarding the way to goal. Yankos was 
as immovable as a tank, his outstretched foot almost 
bursting the ball as it stopped Kubik’s advance. 

Czechoslovakia scored shortly afterwards, how- 
ever. Kula crossed from the right, Griga accepted 
the ball, skirted a few defenders and slipped the ball 
low across Olver into the far corner of goal. 

Australia fought back furiously, Odzakov's cross 
found Maxwell unmarked at the near post but Max- 
well’s header was held by Kostelnik 

Arok replaced Melta with Peter Raskopoulos in the 
57th minute and Australia launched another attack, 
with Yankos sending a long ball to Maxwell. Under 
pressure, Maxwell pushed the ball to Arnold whose 
hurried shot went across goal. 

Maxwell was in everything as he slung the ball wide 
for Raskopoulos whose angled drive was turned for a 
corner. 

But that was it. Czechoslovakia took control with its 
superior skill and Australia was reduced to despairing 
individual efforts, hopeful long-range shots but previ- 
ous little creativity. 

Luckily for Australia, Yankos was on hand to take 
the ball off Griga’s foot inside the penalty area. The 
announcement that the young Socceroos had beaten 
Czechoslovakia's youth team 6-1 in Brisbane provided 
the fans with some compensation for the senior's 
defeat.
